Work in Progress

In the past six weeks, the task force has 
undertaken these key activities : It initiated 
the formation of the Jack Evans Southwest¬ 
wide Task Force; it also provides leadership 
and coordination for this broad-based com¬ 
munity-wide effort. WM/WF co-chair 
Mercedes Sandoval-Beene is the facilitator 
for each Task Force meeting and coordi¬ 
nates the agenda and meeting logistics with 
Evans’ office of Constituent Services. Meet¬ 
ings were held on February 11, March 18, 
and May 19. 

More than 40 community leaders, 
stakeholders, business owners, and city offi¬ 
cials attend each meeting. Special thanks to 
Southeastern University for the use of their 
meeting room facilities. The meetings are 
open to the public, and all attendees are 
expected to join an action group. WM/WF 
members Davey Renshaw, Dick West¬ 
brook, and Andrew Kreider each, chair an 
action group. 

The Arts & Culture action group led by 
Ms. Renshaw, with the help of WM/WF 
co-chair Judith Neiman, initiated a letter¬ 
writing campaign and petition to keep 
Arena Stage in Southwest. The Arena Board 
has postponed making a decision until 
August, pending the outcome of a feasibili¬ 
ty study. The action group will soon be 
coordinating meetings with . City officials 
and Arena stage to explore tax credit incen¬ 
tives and zoning changes. 

The Department of Public Works 
action group, led by Mr. Westbrook, orga¬ 
nized the areas first-ever walk-through with 
City DPW officials to address problems in 
street maintenance and solid waste manage¬ 
ment. DPW immediately fixed sidewalks at 
7th and I St., removed traffic barriers at 4di 
and G St., and removed debris from several 
locations as a result of the walk-through on 
May 12. 

Mr. Kreider s Retail Action Group orga¬ 
nized a meeting with Bresler & Reiner and 
Colonial Parking to address and make rec¬ 
ommendations for parking and pedestrian 
access at Waterside Mall. Colonial Parking 
will be completing a Traffic Management 
Study by the end of June, at which time the 
Retail groups recommendations will be 
considered. Additionally, the group pre¬ 
sented to Bresler & Reiner a timetable to 
implement no-smoking policies, upgrading 
of the mall entry doors, and other improve¬ 
ments. 

A liaison to the Washington Waterfront 
Association has been established: Co-chair 
Mercedes Sandoval-Beene reports monthly 
to this group of waterfront businesses on 
WM/WF activities and Jack Evans Task 
Force efforts. Plans are underway to devel¬ 
op jointly-sponsored public events on the 
Waterfront. 

WM/WF co-chair Mercedes Sandoval- 
Beene is the facilitator for each Task Force 
meeting and coordinates the agenda and 
meeting logistics with Evans’ Office of 
Constituent Services.

They are also on the look¬ 
out for public safety problems like streedights 
that are “out”. In the Southwest neighborhood 
the “ Orange Hats” mainly act to demonstrate 
neighborhood resolve to reduce crime. . 

The first outing of 1999 was in May and it 
was not the usual “Orange Hat” stroll around 
the neighborhood. A police commander, a 
police lieutenant, a police sergeant and several 
police patrolmen actually joined the “Orange 
Hats” on their walk. This was an unprecedent¬ 
ed, very high-level, very community- visible 
display of police support for “Orange Hats” in 
the Southwest. 

Second, the Metropolitan Police Summer 
Mobilization Unit was in our neighborhood 
that night. This is a special police task-force 
operating on summer evenings to put a forceful 
police presence in selected neighborhoods. As 
the “Orange Hats” strolled the Southwest, 
police cars were active everywhere. We saw 
them on each block and we saw the police mak¬ 
ing arrests. 

Lets work together toward a greater sense 
of community, less crime in our neighborhood 
and more enjoyment of our wonderful SW 
environment. I!

Ward 2 Coordinator Budd Lane railed 
he meeting to order. Ward 2 Councilmem- 
er Jack Evans made a. short presentation 
mphasizing cooperation between Mayor and 
'ity Council. Southwester Gene Solon wel- 
omed the mayor and the other Ward 2 resi- 
ents to Southwest D.C. and thanked the 
Welcoming Committee” whose members 
•om all over southwest helped him publicize 
nd otherwise prepare for the meeting. Ward 
Assistant Coordinator Susan Meehan then 
itroduced Mayor Williams. 

A good number of Southwesters were 
mong the many people who lined up at 
aerophones to comment and to request that 
le new mayor take action on a host of 
eighborhood issues. 

From southwesters, including Margaret 
eldman, Roxanna Foiescu, Rev. George 
lolmes, Gwyn Jones and Richard West- 
rook, Mayor Williams heard, first hand, 
)out the southwest community’s concerns: 
Waterside Mall’s future, waterfront revitaliza- 
on, Arena Stage’s future, buckling side- 
alks, southwest’s poverty pockets, recreation 
-eds, crime reduction and other issues. 
3ine suggestions were controversial, such as 
lr. Westbrook’s suggestion that tax levels 
actuate with revenue levels, and Ms. Feld- 
an’s advocacy that the city government 
ould guarantee sole-source city data pre¬ 
ssing business to a would-be business 
vner in exchange for his commitment to 
re disadvantaged Southwest residents, 
ayor Williams promised that the federal 
eneral Services Administration and the 
ivironmental Protection Administration 
-PA) would be contacted in an effort to sta¬ 
ble Waterside Mall tenancy and ease con- 
ms about proposed EPA occupancy ofWil- 
n Building quarters. Just after he addressed 
at issue, the mayor announced that his 
ministration had dedicated some $5 mil- 
>n to a multijurisdictional program for 
lacostia River cleanup. 

The town meeting format not only 
owed Mayor Williams to hear directly 
>m Southwesters, but also allowed South- 
:sters to listen to the concerns of their fel¬ 


low citizens from Dupont Circle, Foggy Bot¬ 
tom, Georgetown, Shaw, and other Ward 2 
neighborhoods. At one point. Mayor 
Williams promised a Shaw resident that tour 
buses Southwesters don’t want idling .on 
Maine Ave., S.W. would not be permitted to 
park and idle, as planned, near a senior citi¬ 
zens’ residence in the Shaw area. The mayor 
promised that a suitable third site would be 
found. Ward 2 school board member Westy 
Byrd stressed that, while it may be necessary 
to construct new buildings, for the Red Cross 
at Foggy Bottom, for example, building 
design must not compromise the residential 
character of neighborhoods. 

Residents’ identities and concerns were 
diligently recorded by the mayor’s staff. John 
Fanning and his colleagues at the mayor’s 
Office of the Public Advocate made key pub¬ 
licity, logistics and registration contributions. 
Temperature and acoustics problems 
notwithstanding, meeting attendees deemed 
the May 11 event a success. H

V, is just three blocks east of the Water- 
nt Station on the Metrorail Green Line 
e health center was developed during the 
ninistration of President Franklin D. Roo- 
elt, as the Federal and D.C. governments 
used on the shabby living conditions and 
>r services provided to residents living so 
se to the center of the U. S. government, 
Capitol building itself. 

A comprehensive health center was 
igned in 1939 and opened the next year. 


From the beginning a full range of services 
was provided, including internal medicine, 
pediatrics, OB/GYN and dental care. Today, 
those same services and more are provided, 
mostly in the same physical spaces occupied 
from the first day forward. It is a communi¬ 
ty-based clinic, now operated by D.C. 
Health and Hospitals Public Benefit Corpo¬ 
ration, which was established in 1997. D.C. 
Public School Nursing and D.C. General 
Hospital also are part of the new corporation. 

The center is handicapped accessible at 
the rear of the building off the parking lot 
and convenient to public transportation. 
Although, most patients are from neighbor¬ 
hoods directly south of the U.S. Capitol, the 
center serves patients from all other wards of 
the city. 

The center is open from 7:30 am to 4:45 
pm Monday through Friday. Let the clinic 
director Bill Jones hear from you.
